Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


There have been sevenschools for the summer, fall and winter, or 
twenty-one in all, sixteen different teachers having been employed, ten 
of whom have been employed two or more terms in the district. 

The schools have all been visited twice each term by the Superinten- 
dent as required by law, with the exception of two, which closed pre- 
maturely and the Superintendent was not notified of the fact. 


No. 1, oR UPPER STREET. 


The summer and fall terms of this school were taught by Miss Liveria 
J. Bickford. Both may be classed as successful schools. Miss Bickford 
carried to the school room a zeal and conscientious discharge of duty 
that could not result otherwise than in good work. Winter term 
taught by Miss Ida M. Robie of Piermont. Miss Robie was successful in 
gaining the good wilz of the pupils and patrons of the school and the 
advancement made in the studies pursued was creditable to both 
teacher and scholars. 


No. 2, OR ORFORD STREET. 


The summer term, Grammar school, was taught by Miss Mary A. 
Currier of Wentworth, Miss Currier has had a long experience in teach- 
ing and in scholarship is equaled by few. The progress made by the 
greater part of the scholars was very marked, but afew taking advan- 
tage of her good nature and easy discipline neglected their privileges 
to their own detriment. Fall and winter terms, taught by Miss Myra 
A. Warden of Hanover. At my first visit on the third day of the 
fall term I found the school fully organized and well at work, teachers 
and scholars united and in full sympathy in all the labors and duties of 
the schoolroom. All I need say further is that there were no better 
or more successful terms of school in the district than these two. 

Primary school, summer term taught by Miss Emma M. Newcomb of 
Thetford, Vt., Miss Newcomb having previously taught several terms 
of school in town, fully sustained her reputation as an excellent 
teacher. 

_ Fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Carrie M. Dodge of 
Andover. Miss Dodge was very successful in interesting the small 
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pupils under her charge and their prompt answers, the neatness and 
dispatch displayed in their exercises with the crayon and pencil, were 
very creditable and would hardly be believed by those who did not 
visit the schools. 


No. 4, OR ORFORDVILLE. 


Summer and fall terms, Grammar department, were taught by Miss 
Mary A. Cooke of West Fairlee, Vt, Miss Cooke’s qualifications as a 
teacher both by scholarship and experience eminently fit her for the 
vocation which she has long followed. Her method of instruction was 
practical and thorough, and instead of the schools being ‘‘a total fail- 
ure,’”’ Iam able to report both as good schools and had the teacher 
had the sympathy andsupport of all her patrons, they might have been 
equally as good as any school in town, 

Winter term was commenzed by Miss Alnette A. Winslow of Lyme. 
At the close of the seventh week she returned home sick and lived but 
afew days. Her reputation as a teacher was a sufficient guarantee of 
a successful school, and her work in the school room in this and other 
towns will be sadly missed. Miss Liveria J. Bickford was placed in 
charge of the school for a few days, Miss Millie E. Underhill of Pier- 
mont then took charge for three weeks and completed the term of 
twelve weeks.. Although the school was badly broken up by the un- 
avoidable change of t eachers, the advancement in the different studies 
pursued was very commendable. 

The primary department was taught by Mrs. Angie L. Pierce during 
the school year. Mrs. Pierce’s long experience as a primary teacher 
in other schools, peculiarly fitted her for the work in these schools. 

The good order, the progress made in the studies pursued and 
the general advancement made by all the scholars, was a most happy 
surprise to myself and to the patrons of the school as all who visited the 
school will gladly testify. 


No. 6, oR INDIAN POND. 


Summer term taught by Miss Etta J. Gould, of Piermont, and Fall 
term by Miss Myrtie A. Sawyer, of Bradford, Vt., must be classed as 
not very profitable schools. A teacher cannot create much enthusiasm 
with only four or five pupils. 
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No. 7 oR DAVISTOWN. 


Summer term taught by Miss May Colburn, of Pomfret, Vt. Miss 
Colburn displayed marked ability in the school-room and her labors re- 
sulted in a successful school. 

Fall term of seven weeks taught by Miss Luella P. Ames, of Pier- 
mont. Unfortuately, Miss Ames had to close her school prematurely, 
on account of other engagements. This was her second term in this 
school, and on my first andonly visit, I found the school well at work 
and every thing indicating a prosperous term. 

Winter term taught by Miss. Florence M. Lampry, of Piermont. This 
school was very mnch injured by non-membership and other abscences 
of scholars. The progress made by those attending regularly was cred- 
itable to both teacher and scholars. 


No. 80R DAME HILt.. 


The scholars in this precinct attended school at No. 4 during the Sum- 
mer and Fall term. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss. May E. Bugbee. This was her 
third term in this school and having the hearty sympathy and co-oper- 
ation of parents and scholars was very successful in this as in previous 
terms. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The registers as a whole, have been neatly kept and properly filled. 
I am much pleased to see in some of them, a large number of names re- 
corded on the visitor’s page. In one, I find ninety different visits re- 
corded in the three terms, and I believeit helped a great deal towards 
making it one of our best schools in town. I would here suggest that 
all those interested in schools, visit if possible, all the schools in the 
district, thus infusing new life and energy in both teacher and 
scholars and helping on the good work of education. 

The school property of the district is in a fair condition. I think 
teachers and parents should hold the scholars to a rigid accountability 
for any injury or defacement of school property. 

Iam sorry to have to report so,many scholars not attending any 
school during the year. A part of this arises from the indifference of 
parents anda part seems to be a sort of '* boycott’’ of the new school 
law. The school board have looked on the matter leniently, hoping the 
better judgment of parents and the good of their children will over- 
come all obstacles in the way and that another year all may be enrolled 
as members of our schools.
